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3. In the spirit of the above interpretations of the intent 
of the Congress, I now ask that you authorize the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency to perform certain-routine administrative functions 
without reimbursement on behalf of the Intelligence Community Staff. 
Specifically, I make reference to the.range of personnel services 
such as referring clerical applicants, the entering on duty of de-= - 
tailed and assigned personnel, and the right of employees of this .. 
Staff to participate in the various service programs conducted by 
the Office of Personnel, such as the Northwest Federal Credit Union, 
the Employee Activity Association, etc. I would also include the 


- services of your Office of Medical Services, the payrolling and 


accounting function of the Office of Finance, and logistical and- 

computer services which are not susceptible to individual billing. 

Should any request made of us to your Agency seem to contravene 

our understanding of the intent of the Congress by your Deputy 
Director for Administration, I would then recommend that we jcintly = =o ++ 
consult your advice and a decision be made. ~ .
